NEW YORK (NEA) - Jer­ 
ry Koosman is a 6-2, 205-pound 
lefty from rural Minnesota who 
wasn’t the typical phenom sign­ 
ed right out of high school, 
mainly because his school push­ 
ed plows, not pitchers, He is 
now pitching fix' the New York 
Mets. He got his big chance on 
an Army team at Fort Bliss, 
Tex., averaging 18 strikeouts 
a game against good competi­ 
tion. Jerry’s catcher was im­ 
pressed and mentioned it to his 
father, who happened to be an 
usher

(where the Mets first played). 
The usher tipped off the Met’s 
scouting department, which sent 
former pitcher Red Murff' out 
to El Paso for a look at Koos. 
After completing his hitch, he 
was signed by the New Yorkers 
after a little haggling in which 
Koos got the short end of the 
deal. 
He talked about it recently 
while sitting around the locker 
room. 
“ They offered me $1,600 to 
sign,” he said. “ I turned it 
down. The next time they of­ 
fered even less. After the offer 
dropped again, I figured I’d bet­ 
ter sign before I owed them 
money.” 
The Mets figured they were 
taking a risk because the only 
record they had to go on was 
Jerry’s 
performance 
at 
Ft. 
Bliss. He was raised on a farm 
near 
the 
town 
of Appleton, 
about 20 miles west of the South 
Dakota line. His career was 
launched at 13 by playing catch 
with his two brothers. 
“ I was 16 before I ever play­ 
ed for an organized team,” he 
recalled. “ I went to an agricul­ 
tural high school that held clas­ 
ses between October and April. 
While school was in session it 
was too cold to have a baseball 
team. I played in the ’beer’ lea­ 
gues for three summers . . . in 
places like Fairfield and Nor- 
cross and Holloway. They were 
supposed to be semipro but we 
never got paid. But we could 
always count on a cold beer af­ 
ter the gam e.” 
Koos enrolled at the Univer­ 
sity of Minnesota’s branch at 
Morris, 25 miles up the river 
from Appleton, which also had 
no baseball team. He dropped 
out of college after a couple 
years and went into the Army, 
where an usher’s son was wait­ 
ing to discover him. 
“ I was supposed to report to 
spring training at 200 pounds,” 
Koos remembered. “ At 220, I 
was considered too heavy. But it 
was 30 below zero at home, so 
I spent the winter throwing in 
the hay barn. It was terribly 
cold in there, too, even though 
I had a jet heater blowing. It 
was almost impossible to build 
up a sweat. I reported to spring 
camp at 218.”
